for headquarters. 
Preston Delano, general manag- 
er, said In the order: 
"The Home Owners Loan cor- 
poration is a non-partisan, non- 
p'olitical organization, and Its of- 
ficers and employees are expected 
to so conduct themselves that no 
criticism can be directed against 
them or the corporation on the 
grounds of political activity." 


Of special note is a provision 
that no officer or employee may 
give out lists of employees, those 
seeking loans, 
or 
recipients of

The federal emergency relief ad- 
ministration is going to tell the 
various 
state governments how 
much they can afford to contrib- 
ute to relief within their borders. 


Corrington Gill, acting adminis- 
trator, announced today tliat Lent 
D. Upson, formerly of the Detroit 
bureau of governmental research, 
had been retained to study finan- 
cial structures and potential re- 
sources of the states and munici- 
palities. The results will be laid 
before the 42 state 
legislatures 


which meet next January. 
In connection with the Upson 
survey, Gill pointed out It is a 
fundamental part of the relief 
act Itself that the states pay a 
fair share for relief. 


Gill also announced the appoint- 


ment of F. F. Stc.phan as co-ordl- 
nator of statistical projects. The 
rural rehabilitation study will be 
under the direction of Dr. Dwlght 
Sanderson, former director of the 
department of rural social oganl- 
zation of the New York state col- 
lege of agicultue.

MANIFESTO DECLARING WM ON 
SERVIA WAS DRAFTED AND SIGNED 
JUST TWENTY YEARS AGO TODAY 


(By The Associated FrenS) 


Twenty years ago today. Count 


Leopold Von Berchtold signed his 
name to a 70-word manifesto—the 
world war was on! 


That document, penned at Vien. 
na where army officers again are 
poring over their war maps, was 
an open telegram from the Aus- 
tro-Hungarian minister of foreign 
affairs to the Serbian. 
One of the shortest, mlehtlest 
messages of history, it launched 
a hurricane of hatred which nn- 
gulfed the world in a tidal wave 
of blood. It embroiled 27 nations, 
sacrificed 
more 
than 
8,000,000 
lives. 
Two score years ago today, how- 
ever, no such Armageddon was 
dreamed of far less expected. 
Serbian 
hatred 
for 
Austrians 


had vented itself In the assassi- 
nation 
of Archduke Ferdinand, 


heir to 
the 
Austro-Hungarjan 
throne, and his wife- Austria long 
had wanted to control the Bal- 
kans. 


The declaration of war read: 
"The roval government of Ser- 
via (as Serbia .was then known) 
not havlne replied in a eatisfac- 
torv manner to the note remitted 
to it 
by the 
Austro-Hungarlan 
minister in Belgrade on July 23, 
1914. 
the Imperial and royal gov- 


ernment finds itself compelled to 
proceed to 
safeguard its 
rights 


and interests and to have recourse 
for this purpose to force of arms. 
"Austria-Hungary considers it- 
self therefore from this moment 
in n state of war with fiervia." 


Reviewing the possibilities then 
apparent, the Ne-.v York Herald 
listed ten nations "that might be 
Involved." 
Austria-Hungary, Ger- 


many and Italy—which actually 
loined the 
allies—were foreseen 
as opposing Serbia. Russia, France 
and Great Britain. Rumania. B-:l- 
caria and Greece "might" 1oln the 
struggle. 


Russia's mobilization to defend 
Serbia was seriously viewed, but 
correspondents

American 
newspapers that Kaiser Wllhelm 
of Germany probably could save 
world peace.

DAMAGED BY WIDESPREAD 
DROUGHT ALSO IS REPORT 


DALLAS. July 29.—WV-A sharp 
deterioration in the condition of 
principal crops and of livestock 
and their ranges due to '.he long 
and widespread drought, f:av< the 
monthly business review of the 
Federal Reserve Bank of Dallas, 
waa a development of major Irr- 
portance In the Eleventh federal 
reserve district during the 
past 
month. 
Despite the drought, the review 
explains, business wan well sus- 
tained. Department (.tore sales in 
principal cities, while reflecting a 
seasonal decline of 36 per cent 
compared with May, were 24 per 
cent larger than in June, 
1933. 


Distribution 
In some lines of 
wholesale trade declined more than 
seasonally but this was not sur- 
prising because of the hravy vol- 
ume of Mav business. 
.Sales in 
•.nost lines continue to show large 
increases over the corresponding 
month last year and collections 
generally are holding up well. 
Proceed Cautiously. 


Crntlnulng. the review" says that 
while merchants ale proceeding 
cautiously in the placement of 
future orders, reports indloafe the 
maintenance of a strtng under- 
tone " of confidence.

TEXAS CORN AND 
HOG GROWERS WILL 


RECEIVED BIG SUM 


LARGE PART NEARLY FIVE 
MILLION DOLLARS TO BE 


AVAILABLE IN AUGUST 


COLLEGE STATION, July 30.— 
(Spl.)—Texas corn and hog grow- 
ers will receive more than $4.823,- 
500 for participation In the fider- 
al governmmits' corn and hog pro. 
ductlon program this year, aocord- 
inz to statistics compiled by 13 N. 
Holmgreen, chairman of the Texan 
Corn-How Review Board at Col- 
lege Station, and F. E. Finley, U. 
S. D. A. statistician and Ijoard 
member. All but seven of the 228 
Texas counties participating in the 
corn-hog program are Included In 
one compilation. 


Of the S4.823.EOO to be paid Tex- 
as participants in the program, 
$1,129,496 will be paid for reduc- 
tion of corn lands in the state by 
222,000 acres, and $3,694,003 will 
be paid for cutting hog production 
25 pepr cent under the 085,073 
head annual average production 
of hogs in the state for tho past 
two years. A totM of 32,104 Tcx- 
ns farmers are paricipating in the 
program, the report shows. 


Two-thirds of the corn money 
and two-fifths of the hog money 
will be payable upon acceptance. 
of the contacts by the govern- 
ment, wich means that approxi- 
mately $2,2SO.OOO of the total will 
become payable in August, 
The 
remaining corn money will be paid 
in November and December and 
the remaining hog money will be 
paid In December and February.
